— Work will soon 
beicin oti tin' pr.ijrct of piping natural 
gius froTii the Induma tield to this city 
aud ulher < >liio towns. Senator Calvin 
8. Hrice and Dr. S. A. Baxter are the 
leading spirits in the enterprise. The 
undertaking is one of great niaguitudc, 
and has been in contemplation for the 
past year. It has long been a c(»cede<l 
fact, not only bv the gas company of 
Lima, bat also of other companies eu 
gaged in the industry, that unless they 
oonld socnre a supply of the caloric 
Huid from some other . SOOrce, their 
plants, in which an enoimons capitij ' is 
mvested, would practically be rendered 
valueless. To obviate this dire calami- 
ty. Dr. Baxter and his associates (-ou- 
ceived the plan of piping gas from' the 
Indiana field in sufficient qnanti^ to 
meet all demands of this section of Ohio, 
where it is used as a fod. The oompany 
has secured l e as e s on over lO.COO acrts 
of gas territory located in Jay, Dela- 
ware, Blaekfora and Madis6n oonntios, 
Ind., and are acqniring more, and ex- 
pect to make tlie block 80,000 aorea be- 
fore they are through with thia part of 
theachsma. ThaiXiObjeota are to famish 
gas to all the different companiea who 
now have plants in operation, bat are 
sadly in need of a supply. In the list 
are embraced tbe following dties and 
towns: Dayton, Springfiehl, St. Mary's, 
Van Wert, l4i|iikJi#W 
Covington, Versailles, Bremen, Minster, 
Urbau, Oelina and two or three other 
places.

The 
people ^^mged to reach tlif nhoro in 
safety by jumping from cake to cake. 
The ice .III the Haverhill side hiul broken 
away from the shore for about 20 feet, 
aud boards were n^n out trom the shore. 
When tihs tldsi rose Friday noon the ice 
swung away from the Bradford side, rose 
in the middle of the stream, and in a few 
minutes the river, from the railroad to 
tbS paawnger bridge, was Ulled with 
floatfiig oakes.

Omaha, Jan. 1. — On marble slabs, at 
the dty nioi'^ne, lie the charred remains 
of the family of John Can»min0i. 
Father. niotHSr, baby lUid draHiteibtMN^ 
are there awaiting ib»c oatoome of the 
inquiry whidl Coroner Maal has begun 
into the cause of the trag<.-dy which star- 
tled the dtnr Sunday moruiug. Nothing 
in NebrSBJca's annalS approaches the 
deed for hoiror. 

Cuinmings has been in ill health for 
some time, aud according to 12-year-o!d 
Tommy Fox, who was present, he delib- 
erately 8<'t fire to his own house and 
cau.s<><l the death of his mother-in-law, 
his wife and hi.^ 1-year-old baby, in the 
flames. The little Iwy tells a straight- 
forward story, imd when a.sked how the 
fire originated, he said; 

"CummiiijcB was sitting on the e<lge of 
the bed in a rear Ttxmi wluTe Mi-s. ( 'nin- 
mings also was with the baby. Another 
I^rson in the room was Miji. Fox. the 
mother of JTrs. Cummings. my aunt. 
There was a fuss about something aul 
Cummings utwft the lamp and closed tii'' 
door, compelling all the mmat. s to st. y 
there. They cned, but he retused to 1. f 
any of them out." 

Phillip Nathan, a next door neighlxir, 
says that when he first saw the Humes he 
noticed Mrs. Canuninss tr>-ing to op n 
the shuttera to the wmdow of the K d- 
room. He heard her cry out and say: 
"My baby is already on fire." i-'mon 
thereafti^r he saw the woman enveloped 
in flauK'S. 

Miss Nellie Fox, who is a r> lative of 
Mrs. Cummings, said she was a frec^nent 
visitor to the house; that Cummings hml 
been sick for ntiite a long time. She dis- 
puted her brother's statement about Cum 
miugsha'ving ptirposely knocked down 
the uiap to born tae entire family, but 
the boy aoawared that he saw Una do it 
He also added that when he first ^ 
notice he iia# Coaunings sitti .(on Uw 
bed-dving. 

•nie Daae mont of the house was occu 
pied by .Johiii Stuart, who has a (rontroet 
for feeding the dty jail pristoners. Kmihi t 
and his assistaai; Denny Sexton. w< ro in 
that imrt of the basement dirtctly b 
neath the room ia,wjt|ioh the bodies were 
found up to the tune the fire broke out 
Sexton gave a vivid description of the 
suofiie in the rooms above unmodiately 
before the flames were defected tmd con 
firms in many respects the story of the 
boy who witnessea the dreadful tragedy 

"For several nights," rennukiyl Sexton 
as he stood in the wreck of his qviarte .s. 
a few minutes after the fire was ext in- 
gni.shed, "the folks in the room abov( 
have N'<"n carouring. About midnight 
they would 1)egin to quarrel and soi;,e- 
times would Hifht among th(!nis<;lvi-H for 
an hour, and then quiet would l>e if- 
stornl gradually as if thi'v were all ex- 
hausted . 

"1 knew they li.id a Kn at deal of 
whi.sky up th le .s( veral nights. .Si.mju 
times Iwth oi the m. n, Fox and ('nm- 
niipp^, wouM l)e quarreling and fighting 
betwi en thi ia.selves, and then they would 
turn on the women. 

"The trouble that resulted in tlie hie 
up there Ivgan early Sataiday night, 
heard them swearing up there all the 
evening. Tlie disturbance increased 
towanf midnight, and frequently oaths 
were heard. 1 distinguidied tha TOioe of 
a 1)0/ • a woman and two men. 

"Finally, some time aboat 8 o'clock, 
a terril le scuffle cf>mmenoed. From the 
noise matle by the heavy Shoes of the 
Qfln as they poshed each other across tlie 
floor, and from the maimer in Avhich 
thqr cawed, I knew they were having a 
desperatiS fight. Sudidenly there was a 
thud over in the little room to the north, 
in whidi the bodies were found, as if one 
oC the xften had fallen. He did not at- 
tempt to rise, an4 I heard the other man 
take aereral atep» aafl then heard a 
woman acrsam. 8w yelled 'My God' 
and than gn>|M •> if being ohoketl. 
A momttit latar aaoOMr body fdl on the 
floor. 

"Thii was follq^'ajtooetinstuilyby 
the crash of heavy glaail» and I saw the 
flames breaking oat tuongh the amuU 
windo^ in the room where the bodiea 
were found. For afSw mihifctea a con- 
fusion of oaths, screams and blows could 
be heard in the little room and then all 
was still." 

The nolice are workmg on tiuM a«e, but 
have devdoped nothing to dispute th" 
evic^enoe that Commings committed tin 
crimie whil e in a fit of - insane rage.

WILL BE GIVEN HEARINGS. 

Intarwk Whleh WIU B« AflbeMd by tUfi 
Wllaon TarlflT »lll. 

Washinoton, Jan. 1.- Senator Alli- 
son in a brief conversation said there wan 
little or no doubt that the senate com- 
mittee on finance, of which the senator is 
a promineat member, wonld grant hear- 
bigs to interests aSheMi i b y the tariff bill 
when that measure reaches the senate, 
where demands by j)ersons representing 
snfhcieutly important interests to con- 
si.stently demand the attention of the 
committee. Ho said also that the com- 
mittee was very iiojK'ful of securi'ie 
many repliea to the circular letters of in- 
quiry which were beiu^' s. nt br<ja*icast 
over the land and he thinks these re])h- s 
will furnish many valuable suggestiouh 
to the members of the committer. 

The oi>inion is gaining ground steadily 
that the .senate will be deliberate in it.s 
treatment of the bill. It was at flrstsaid 
that the Heuublican senators would not 
attempt to aelay passage, bat that after 
expressing their disapprovd in brief do> 
bate would jiennit it to go to a vote. It 
does not appear as yet that there will be 
any organized opnodtion for tba paipose 
of delay merely, bat that tbare may be 
such organizanon is becommg evident if 
it should become possible that by it the 
defeat of the bill conld be aocomplidied. 

There are increasing indicationa that 
the passage of the bill in the senate may 
not fie aa certain as was sopposed bdore 
it was put into shape, and there are sena- 
tors who s^y openly that if the bill should 
pa^ the house nnchanged, and be re- 
ported ftnm til j' senate finance committee 
in the same condition, it coald not pass 
the senate in that shape in any event. 
There are many items npon which the 
Democrats could not mostwr a majority, 
an 1 which will probably be defeated by 
a combination with the Republicans, if 
they can not be changed in committee.

NEW BANK BILL. 

Chairman Springer Praparea ■ National 
CwrreBay Maaaora. 

WASHDfCnba, Jan. l.— Chairman 
Sprlng«^ of the banking and currency 
committee of the hc)u.'<e has prei)ai'ed i\ 
national currency bill pnjviding for the 
issue of legal tender notes to asiy bunking 
organization undsr the laws of the 
United States, or any state or ttirritorj^ 
wl4oh Is insolvent or has a capital ac- 
oonpt ia cash of at least $220,000. The 
notes are not to be subject to the 10 per 
cent tax except as' providftd in the ai t, 
and the bonds depodted for their se- 
curity are exempt from taxation during 
the time they are on deposit. The banki 
depositing bonds must guarantee thdr 
payment, and all the assets of the bank 
tare liable therefore. Stringent provi* 
dons are inserted for enforcing the lia- 
bility of banks to the United Statss Mid

If his circle of trade is properly 
the county in which he lives, then he 
should take effective measures to let 
every family in the county know what 
he sells and on what conditions. It is 
idle to speak of the cost as an impedi- 
ment; he might as well object to the coat 
of sheltering his goods from bad weather, 
protecting them from thieves, or dealing 
them out to customers. All the other 
costs of his bnsinees Isincarred without 
adetiuate motive or return, so long as 
this essential element of bis business is 
neglected or soimped.
